Slate Convention Spills Wide 


Open On the Tariti. 


Des Moines, la., Aug. 4.—The Iowa 
Republican state convention declared 
by a vote of 80'5 to 568 th at it disap­ 
proves of the Pay ne tariff law as not 
being a fulfillment of the pledges of 
the national platform of two y ears ago, 
and gave cordial indorsement of the 
action of Senators Cummins and Dolli- 
ver and the insurgent members of the 
house in refusing to support the tariff, 
railway and other m easures of the ad­ 
m inistration. 
So bitter was the con 
trolling elem ent that Taft’s pictui*e 
was denied a place among the other 
illustrious Republicans who adorned 
the walls of the Coliseum. To cap the 
climax of apparent resentm ent, Tem­ 
porary Chairman Senator Cummins re­ 
fused to mention 
the president by 
name, and when he sought to eulogize 
Republican leaders by beginning with 
Lincoln and ending with Roosevelt, 
500 stalw arts refused to let the spoecn 
making continue till the name of Taft 
was included in the list. 
Pandemoni 
um reigned for ten minutes. 
Senator 
Cummins stood pat upon this m atter, 
however, and eventually was perm it­ 
ted to resume his speech. 
There were m ajority and minority 
reports covering every stage of the 
day ’3 proceedings. W hen the commit­ 
tee on perm anent organization recom­ 
mended Senator Dolliver for perma­ 
nent chairman the stalw art faction 
balked and presented the name of J. C. 
Mabray of Albia. 
Dolliver won over 
Mabray by 285 votes! 
In taking the 
gavel Senator Dolliver reiterated the 
sentim ent expressed by his colleague 
and said that he had come to do his 
own thinking. 
He promised also » o 
stum p Iowa this fall in defense of his 
action in the last session of congress. 
The resolutions committee compro­ 
mised in the m atter of the adm inistra­ 
tion of Governor B. F. Carroll. His in­ 
dictment for criminal libel was ignored 
and his : ecor 1 indorsed in glowing 
terms.
